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THE DIALOGUE OF THE PEAKS. 

In the works of a Russian author occurs a dialogue between two 
mountains, the giant Finsteraarhorn and his companion, the Jungfrau. 
They have been sleeping for immeasurable periods of years, and as they 
awaken the elder of the two, the darksome Finsteraarhorn, looks down 
from the clouds and tells of what he sees: “Nothing but ice and snow. 
There are no trees, no grasses, no living things. “Only endless ice and 
snow.” And so they sleep again. 

Ages pass and they awaken for the second time. The bonds of the 
jee are broken. The lakes and tarns lie silvern and blue on the sunny 
earth. The hills are covered with trees and the meadows carpeted with 
green, inwrought with many-colored flowers. All this the Finsteraarhorn 
recounts to his companion, and he notes especially how the landscape is 
“dotted with tiny creatures,” minutely smal] as seen from that great 
height, whom he calls “human beings.” 

But the interest of the ancient mountains flags, and again they sink 
contentedly into another cleep of centuries. 

A third time they awaken. There is thunder in the air and the flash 
of li¢htning far below them. It is not turmoil of the clouds to which 
they are accustomed, but the roar of cannon, the fire of artillery and the 
bursting of shells. The gorges and the cliffs re-echo with the cries of 
fighting men and the dreadful din of battle. 

The few tiny “human beings,” which the elder mountain had_ per- 
ceived before dotting the meadows and the hillsides, have now multiplied 
and are gathered into mighty cities. In, the open field they have dug long 
trenches around the earth.

Insects of a day, petty creatures of a moment, we are 
struck with awe at the vast stability of the mighty cliffs that tower up 
into the clouds and therice look down upon our fleeting generations, the 
rise and fall of nations and the ceaseless flux of time, that barely seems 
to touch them, 

But to say no more than this were to conceal the truth. It is the 
method of naturalism to look upon the mere surface of things and 
acknowledge only what it sees. There is more in man than the self- 
complacent mountains saw, who, like countless of our vain philosophers, 
our poets and romancers, but guessed at the riddle of life, then closed 
their eyes and dreamed their empty dreams. 

There is another mountain, overlooked by them all, a simple mount 
let us rather call it, for it is lowly and humble, that witnessed things 
more wonderful than even the Finstergarhorn saw or the Jungfrau 
dreamed of. It is the mount of Calvary with its three crosses, and in the 
scene that it beholds is contained the answer to all the riddies of our 
human life, its struggle, its joys and its pains. 

What indeed were man upon this earth except for the love of the 
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Eternal God and the Cross of Calvary! It is here that life acquires its 
true meaning and suffering all its worth. It is here that the massive 
mountains dwindle into nothingness, compared with the preciousness of a 
single human soul, purchased at the infinite price of the Blood of Christ; 
and all their centuried years are less than a pulse-beat of time, measured 
by that day of eternity wherein the souls of the just are destined unto 
endless bliss, partaking in the nuptial feast of the Lamb. 

Then let the giant Finsteraarhorn and his companion, the Jungfrau, 
continue in their fabled dreams, and with them all who are like to them. 
We ourselves shall seek deeper beneath the surface of nature and life, 
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battle awakens in men the realiza- 
tion of a Supreme Being, and it is 
such publications as yours that will 
i be of the most advantage to them in 
their musings on religion.
